STRUGGLE TO LIMIT DEBATE IN SENATE

Washington, March 7.— Formal announcement by the president that 
lie will instruct Secretary of the Navy Daniels, to arm merchant vessels 
is expected within a few hours. 
The president, it became known today on highest authority, has been 
told he has the pow-er to do this. 
Immediately the order is issued, Secretary Daniels will instruct com­ 
mandants of navy yards to issue the guns they have available. 
In the 
meantime arrangements for additional armament will be rushed. 
The president’s decision was reached shortly after a conference at 
the white house today with senators and Secretary Lansing, whom he had 
instructed to prepare an opinion as to whether he had power to go ahead 
with his armed neutrality plan for protecting the lives and property of 
American citizens. 
Following his eonferenee the president is said to have decided sud­ 
denly not to await change of rules by the senate which were .designed to 
eliminate the unlimited debate rule and thereby make certain the passage 
of a resolution identic with that which the “wilful few’’ men killed at the 
close of the session that died at noon Sunday.

Dr. P. P. Claxton, commissioner 
of education in the United 
States 
department of the interior, has rea­ 
soned it out that a partial 
remedy 
for the present high cost of living 
is to put the school hoys and girls 
to work in the back yards ihis sum­ 
mer and make producers 
out 
of 
them. 
This is the very plan that the Wo­ 
men’s Council here is trying to en­ 
courage and it does seem the most 
practical method of increasing the 
food production of the 
people 
of 
the United States. 
There are many causes for 
the 
high cost of living. 
Two of these 
are the unusual lack of food, and 
the fact that most of the food is 
consumed far from the place of pro­ 
duction, which makes the consumer 
pay the cost of storage and trans­ 
portation, and the profits of 
the 
middlemen, many of whom, in times 
like these, take advantage of 
the 
wants of the people to make profits 
larger than they should. 
Dr. Claxton points out that 
in 
the schools of the cities, towns, su­ 
burban communities, and manufac­ 
turing and mining villages; 
of the 
United States there 
are 
approxi­ 
mately (i,000,000 hoys ancf girls be­ 
tween the ages of nine and sixteen. 
Most of them are idle more than half 
of the year. 
They are in 
school 
less than 1,000 hours in -the year, 
and allowing 10 hours a day 
for 
sleep, are out of school more than 
4,000 waking hours, more than an 
average of nine hours a 
day, (not 
counting 
Sundays. 
National 
and 
State laws make it impossible 
for 
most of them to do any ^profitable 
work in mill, mine or 
shop, 
and 
many of them are forming habits of 
idleness and falling into vice. 
Even 
during the 
vacation 
months 
only 
about 10 per cent have any profit­ 
able employment: 
only about 5 per 
¡cent of them go away 
from

This would add $750,- 
000,000 to the best form 
of 
food 
supply of the country without cost 
of transportation or storage 
and 
without profits of middlemen. 
The 
estimate is very conservative, 
as 
has been shown by many experi­ 
ments. 
“In addition to the economic pro­ 
fits, there would be for the children 
health and strength, removal from 
temptation to vice and education of 
the best type; and for older persons, 
rest and recreation in the open air 
and the joy 
of watching 
things 
grow\ 


“This might all be 
attained 
at 
comparatively little cost by putting 
into the public schools 
for 
every 
hundred children between the ages 
of nine and sixteen, 
one 
teacher 
skilled in gardening and paid for all 
the year. 
One such teacher could 
easily direct the work of 100 child­ 
ren, and of the 150 older 
persons 
belonging to the families 
of 
these 
children or living in 
their 
commu­ 
nity. 
Thus 40,000 teachers of this 
kind would be sufficient for the en­ 
tire country. 
These teachers might 
easily he had for an average addi­ 
tional salary of $500 or a total of 
$20,000,000. 
There would be some 
cost for seeds and some for fertili­ 
zers and tools, but after the 
first 
year the cost of these last two items 
would be comparatively little. 
The 
proceeds would represent profits to 
a greater extent than in any other 
kind of production. 
The miracle of 
it is in bringing together idle land on 
the one hand and idle children and 
tired people on the 
other.

neither is productive, but all would 
be benefited by the combination even 
if the vegetables and fruits produc­ 
ed had go value:
